The com­ 
mittees will work in conjunction with 
the county centennia l committee, a nd 
the historica l pha se of the celebra ­ 
tion is to be empha sized. 
Na tura lly , 
howev er, it is ex pected tha t the ev ent 
will, in a ddition, ta ke on the na ture 
of a n ex hibit of the products of the 
fa rms a nd orcha rds of Ja ckson coun­ 
ty , a s well a s the industria l displa y s 
of the fa ctories a nd mills— a com­ 
bined centennia l, festiv a l, ex position, 
a nd home coming. 
The sentiment seems to fa v or a six 
da y celebra tion, instea d of the pro­ 
posed three da y ev ent, but no a ction 
will be ta ken on this until the coun­ 
ty committee is consulted. 
The be­ 
lief is tha t holding one da y cele­ 
bra tions a t other towns in the coun­ 
ty , concluding with a three da y cele­ 
bra tion here the la tter pa rt of the 
week, would only serv e to detra ct 
-both from the a ttenda nce a nd the in­ 
terest in ea ch of the v a rious cele­ 
bra tions. 
Before turning ov er his cha ir to 
Mr. Andrews, W. L. Johnson, tempor­ 
a ry cha irma n, who ha s been a lea der 
in pra ctica lly a ll of the celebra tions 
sta ged in Sey mour the pa st twenty - 
fiv e y ea rs, a ddressed the committee 
a nd sa id tha t in his opinion the forth­ 
coming ev ent could be ma de the most 
interesting a nd most unique of a ny 
ev er a ttempted. 
There is a wea lth of 
ma teria l to work upon, a nd there is a 
world of work for y ou to do,” sa id 
Mr. Johnson, “ hut y ou ca n do it, a nd 
I know y ou will, Sey mour nev er y et 
lia s fa llen down on a ny proposition 
of this kind.” 
While Mr. Johnson 


will not be connected a ctiv ely in the 
a rra ngements 
for

ev ent, he a ssured the committee he 
stood rea dy to giv e them a ny a ssist­ 
a nce he could. 
There is a v a st v olume of work 
a hea d of the officers a nd of the v a r 
ious committees, a nd work will be 
sta rted a t once. 
Owing to the la rge 
number of similia r celebra tions which 
will he held a t a bout the sa me time, 
it is essentia l tha t bookings of a t­ 
tra ctions be ma de ea rly . 
Representa tiv es will proba bly he 
sent to sev era l cities ov er the sta te 
which a re to ha v e centennia l celebra ­ 
tions a nd pa gea nts soon, in order to 
get idea s, but it ma y he ta ken for 
gra nted tha t the progra m committee 
will not depend upon idea s from other 
cities in fra inmg up the progra m. 
Instea d they ma y be counted on to 
spring a few idea s of their own tha t 
will giv e the others a good oppor­ 
tunity to imita te.

ant circumstances 
as to make it 
grossly evident that war of such a 
M>rt, if warfare it be, cannot be car­ 
ried on without the most palpable vio­ 
lation of the dictates of right and 
humanity. 
The president then told 
o f' the 
German order authorizing submarine 
commanders to sink all armed vessels 
and how even unarmed merchant ves­ 
sels and liners have been sunk since 
then. 
The president then said the sinking 
of the channel steamer Sussex was 
one of the most shocking instances 
of this method of warfare. 
“It must stand forth,” he said, “as 
the sinking of the steamer Lusitania 
did, as so singularly tragical and un­ 
justifiable as to constitute a truly 
terrible example of the inhumanity of 
submarine warfare as the comman­ 
ders of the German vessels have for 
the past twelve months been conduct­ 
ing it. 
“If this instance stood alone,” the 
president 
said, 
“some explanation 
might be sought or entertained, “but 
unhappily it does not stand alone.”
